Achmet Pasha, late Governor-General of 
Damascus j Osman Bey, the commander of 
the Turkish troops, .who nllnwRit >i;" Or...,-., 
to ente'r the Government Hou.«e at Hasbeiya, 
and murder all the Christians who had 
i..ken leJug*-. there; Eli Jiey, who mis a 
Colonel in the Turkish army, lu command 
at Dama.scus, and did uol make any eflort.i 
to put down the in.surrectinii ; and Miislapha 
Bey who beJiaved at liasheiya as Osinan 
Bey did at Uasbeiya— wero all sJiot, by or- 
ilei- of Fund I'asha, at Damascus, on the 8lh 
of September, after a trial by court marlia!.

Directly his 
shirt was dry. he went on board the Tukeri, 
formerly Veloce, lying in the bay on the 
western sid.; of tli'; peninsula, and person- 
ally directed her lire on the (ortresses and 
retiring masses.

EtiQUkttk Amono Cows,— Cows are 
nuiesied of very susoeptiblo feelings, and 
are remarkably sensitive to insulting or dis- 
roipeotful conduol pn.tbo part of of their in- 
feriora. In a herd pf 'oow», the senior ani- 
mal !• the leader in all thingi, and maintains 
a Btriol authority over her younger compan* 



ions. Not a single member of the herd 
dares to leave or enter the pasture until the 
leader has led the way, or even to take its 
food until she has decided whether she will 
take possession of the banquet, or permit 
her inferiors to eat in peace. Should a 
younger animal commit a breach of eti- 
quette by infringing any of the tanit rules 
which hare been in force throughout Cow- 
dom from time immemsrial, the delinquent 
is butted at and punished until it returns to 
its allegiance, 'i'o watch a calf through its 
various phases of existence is a most aniu.s- 
ing enjoyment. When the young animal is 
introduced for the first time into tho farm 
yard she is treated in ,a> most .superoilious 
manner by the previous ocoupa'nta who look 
with an air of supreme contempt upon tiie 
new comer. She is pushed aaiue by all her 
predecessors, and soon learns to follow 
humbly in the wake of her companions. 
She cannot venture to take possession of a 
food-rack until all others have begun the 
meaL rSo matters go on for a while, until 
ihe has^ attamed a larger growth, and a 
younger calf is turned into the yard. She 
now in turn plays tho tyrant over tho new 
comer, and receives no small accession of 
dignity from the fact of having a follower, 
instead of bringing np the rear in her own 
person. In process of time she makeii her 
way to the head of the yard by virtue of 
seniority, and is theii happy in the supreme 
rule which she enjoys. Sometimos a three- 
parts grown heifer is introduced into a barn 
yard, and in that case the new comer re- 
i^uses to take her place below all the others, 
unless compelled to do so by main force. 
There is generally a considerable amount of 
fighting before such an animal finils her 
level, but when sh^ finds her superiors and 
her subordinates, she quietly settles down 
in her place, and does not attempt to rise 
otlierwise than by legitimate seniority. — 
Rontlcd^^c's yntnrnl )listonj. 

DispusiNo OF THi: Dead. — The Back- 
tri.ins giwe their dead to dogs kept for the 
purpose. Ill Thibet the same custom is 
still in highly honored observancp • ami il 
lOdi Ol uie (..afatiam, who 
piously devoured their own dead them- 
selves. Again, the presence of a horse at 
the funeral of his once martial master is a 
remnant of the old ceremony, when the 
steed w.as slain at the brink of the grave, 
into which he was then tumbled on the body 
of his old rider. This ceremony was per- 
fori«ed as lately as the last century, at the 
funeral of a German Bitter, with a love for 
old times and their manners. Every nation 
considered its own fashion the mo.st relig- 
ions, and nnthing seemed more disgnstiiig 
to a Calatian who ate, or to the Balearic 
iolaiuleis wiio first chopped their dead into 
Kaii'agc-meat and then potted them for 
■ presfcvation,'" lhan die Roman ouitom of 
i in- re Illation. Our Christian forefathers, loo, 
had their vagaries. No one, for instance, 
killed when engaged in worldly sports.could 
be buried within thi^ walls ot church, unless 
lit' was slain at a iimriiaineiit. Such an end 
showed biin lo be a " Christian ueiitleman," 
and till! e\ce|ilioii was made in favor of his 
yenlililv ' A .-iinilar vagary, indeed, con- 
riiiued 'as reeeiilly as the last century at 
the parish (diiireli of Cliflon, near Hiistol, 
wkere ilie " Uiiality Vault" was especially 
.•^et apart tor tlie poi'-elain and not the com- 
mon clav of humanity I This respect for 
the dead' '• cream ol llio cream " of .society 
was carried to an abiindantexloiit in France; 
as, for example, at the lying in slate of the 
Dauphin, the fiist of the sous of Louis XVI. 
who bore that title. As the courtiers re- 
paired to this ceremony, the groom of tho 
chainliur in waiting announced to the corpse 
the name and title of each periion as he ap- 
proached. What a contrast was presented 
by the maimed rites which followed the 
death of the second little Dauphin !— the 
iiiulraped body on the wooden bedstead, the 
ooflin of rough lir-planks, and the walk to 
the grave in the cemet ery of St. Margaret !

Keciprooity Treaty. 

■A Reciprocity Treaty, guatanteeinff Reci- 
pr-oity of Trade beiweeti those two colonies 
anti the United Stales is a question that has 
oooasionally been agitated in these eolonies- 
Some years ago the ciuestion came under 
the consideration of ilie i:ov<!rninenl ; but 
the results were nothing. During the pre- 
parations for a general election ii year ago 
the question was somewhat di.scus.sed, but 
since tlial it has apparoniiy Iicl'u unheard 
and unthousht of. Thoy who ought to have 
brought it to maturity have unfortunately 
treated Reciprocity of Trade as a chimerical 
idea, and inia-ined it to be the lieiglit ol 
folly to .suppose our Republican iieighbor.s 
would concede so great a commercial boon 
—more parlicularly as our ports were free 
arid, a protective tariff unmentioned. We 
have invariably opposed so nattow a view 
of thequestion.' The possibilittesof negotia- 
tin'g'a R66iprocity Treky are'gteatly in our 
favor; and if negotiiitious ware entered into 
and urged with proper spirit, we have not a 
ahadow of doubt but both California and 
Oregon with our Territorial neighbor, would 
cordially second our efforts, and tlio Federal 
Government concur with oiii- wishes 

All the British North American provinces 
trade with the United .States.' ""Th"us com" 
mercinlly they are one peojile ; whilst po- 
liticallv they ivve distinct : The one s|ireail- 
iim from sea to sen it.s republican institutions, 
ami the other sluicing the tools of monar- 
chical principles, deep within the soil, pro- 
ducing the outburst of loyal enthusiasm 
witnessed during the lour of the Prince of 
Wales. Nothing during the present cen- 
tury has done more to waril off any feeling 
of annexation between the Provinces and 
the mammoth Republic than reciprocity. 
Formerly shut out frMin ih'' markets of I'lo 
Slates by a protective larill', it was natural 
for commercial men who wilnesse.l the 
similarity in the state of society in the col- 
onies and the Republic, to incline towards 
annexation. It was not that they rcg irded 
British coiuieclic.ii I.'ks nor had less love for 
nionaichial .u.-,'.:U;;i.::i- ; hut tliJ almighty 
intlu..nces ol a gam of twenty and thirty 
per rem on provincial shipments, was too 
powertui a temptation to be long withstood. 
Prominent statesmen in both countries 
could not fail to observe the tendency of 
things. Washington Slaveocracy found an- 
nexatiou would be a change in trie balance of 
power. Imperial Malesmen saw the com- 
mercial advantages, ami the rnainUmance 
of British prestige on this cniitiiionl. The 
treaty was coiisnmm.iled ; and .since then 
the commercial advanta-e- have been ini- 
mensB to the i,roviiu','s--m,. ol whom alone 
I, as iiiere:iM'd ner KiiiiKm.' eighty jier cent ; 
ami ihe a-^i.^ual. ol' trade on both sides of 
the line has been augmented far beyond 
the u.vpectations ol the most enlhusiastio 
a Ivocab s of reciprocity. 

The exceptions to reciprocal trade among 
the British dependenoies in North America 
are the Hudson Bay Co.'sterritories with Red 
River and these colonies. Red Rivor has 
been agitating the question of recipmcity 
for some time.

terest created in Englond in favor of the 
Provinces, by the visit of the Prinne of 
AVales, could uot fail to induce the Imperial 
Government to frankly concede to us a semi- 
treatymakiug povcr, .sulTicieut at least to 
open' negotiations on the subject of recipro- 
city, ensuring the assistuiico and concurrence 
of Her Majesty's Goveniiiient. 

In the Fall of 1858 after the, tush to this 
country and British Culumbia,our San Fran- 
cisco neighbors set liown the imigration as 
a mere eJ.oilt)raent and ihe country as an 
unproductive waste, yielding neither e.\poits 
nor possessing lesouroes to support popula- 
tion. Their exporla to this port alone in 1858 
which amounted to 81,413,226 was placed 
lo the account of an irifhit^ bubble. The 
steady increase' of imports, overbalanced 
with over two millions of dollars in gold 
dust in 1859 established these colonies as 
the principal foreign customer of San Fran- 
cisco. Tills year our rank has been ac- 
knowledged ; our steadily increasing trade, 
our larj^e experts in gold exceeding in the 
yield either Cilifurnia or Australia when 
the annual sum lotiil is compared with the 
aggregate population, has completely refuted 
the idea of that we are a. bubble community. 
We are Calilornia'ii best foreitin customer, 
we ate prosperous; and our prosperity lends 
to enrich our neighbors. A Reciprocity 
Treaty therefore would aid materially in 
promoting commerce between the two coun- 
tries. ^California, Oregon, and Washington 
must supply us for years with the chief ar- 
ticles of consumption. As Boston and New 
York are to the Eastern Provinces.so will San 
Francisco be to ttie Western Provinces. 
She will be our principal market. The more 
population we have, the larger our pmchaser. 
from out neighbors. American vessefi which 
now do all the ciiiryiiig Irade would profit 
largely by Ueciiirucuy uuid in return we would 
prosper by tlie cuMslmit development of our 
industrial resources. An assorted cargo 
could be made up of coal, lumber, lish, oil, 
and other commodities. Had wa Reciproc- 
ify. Vancouv^er coal which now, pays 24 per 
oent,duty wbiild enter free— a large profit 
of itself, oh fish, salmon, and codfish, 
smoited or dry, by8terii-&o,, there i.< 15 pe^ 
cent duty ; on lime, 8 per ceni i on lumber 
15j>eroentj on liah oil,— sperm, whale, cod, 

cent. We might enumerate other oommod- 
iiies ;;bui wahave instanoi 4 dt.o igb toeliow 
the gain by Reciprocity, by. placing our- 
selves on the same footing as our Republi- 
can iMighbors in their own markets. 

Indications ofcoal crop out on the West 
Coa.st; a large lumber district esists there. 
Were we by reciprocity to beeome rom- 
m.Tcialiy American, capital and eiiterpiise 
would soon make lliH West Coast lesjund 
with die [mm of iiidii>lry. The .sliipplni; 
inliTi'.t would he iialurilly promoted. The 
vessels tliat_bring cargoes hpr(!, go to Piiget 
Sound for return cargoes of lumber or coal. 
A of eight days. ou ihevoyaao gonerally 
takes plaee, from the time tliey leave here 
in load till they return opposite {his pott. 
The e.vpeiise.s of a ship for eight days wouM 
nearly all be saved by loading to the west- 
ward of Victoria. The-BBviog thus ol e-x- 
pense, and coal, and lumber, fish and oil 
being allowed to enter free of duty, would 
certainly give an im|ietiis to industry and 
commerce that wouhl ns'onisli the most 
ardenl advoc.ilo of a Reciprocity treaty.

Harris and Co.'s Fine.— In " Brock's" 
JeUor from Fort Hope, published yesterday, 
he states that Messrs. Harris & Co., of Fort 
Yale, had been fined $125 for trying to 
orade the new road-tax: of half-a-ceiit per 
lb., in sending out an Indian with oiie hun- 
dred pounds of provisions a second time 
with the same passport. It .seems that for 
every loud of j,'ooils leaving Fort Vale, in- 
tended to be conveyed over the new trail 
(eitlior by miners, Indians, or mules), the 
Hierclmnt oi buyer is compelled to wail 
upon tho Commissioner of the district, and 
stale the number of pounds he desires to 
wackout; he then pays a tonriago <luo, at 
the rate of half-a-cent per lb., receives a 
-certificate or permit, and leaves. A shoit 
xlistance from town lio meets a collector, 
who takes from him his permit or oer- 
lilieate, checks it, and returning it, the 
jior.M.ii passes on till he nieetN another 
Collector, who ohooks thei-ei-uiit in his turn, 
.iM.l .so on tu the end ot the journey. In the 
i,rosent instnnee, Harris & Co.'s Ineiid.s 
yay that iiii Indian \riis packed with 
j'oo piiuiuls of pnivi.sions, ami furnished 
,^-ilh the reipiinMl piissport ; that he pii-s.-^ed 
the tir.st collL'-tor, but, tiiidini; the load 
it too lu'iivv li'i- him, ix'turned to town, and 
declined t^^kin,^ it up. 'i'he next diiy the 
firm procured luiolliei' puck animal in the 
shape of an Indian, and started him olf with 
the same permit and rhc same hnul. As a 
niatterjif course, the lirst colleetm-, seeinj; 
that the permit had passed the day bcnn-e, 
arrested the Indian, and suhseipiontly Harris 
,t Co. nppeareil lififore the (^.niiiii.ssioner ;it 
his co uniand, mul we e fiiiotl i s nl)ove stn- 
teil. The permit (irigiiiiilly cost Jlfly cents .' 
The Yalo folks were ipiitv indij^naiit at the 
impiisitioii of the tine under such jieculiar 
t'irenmstaiiees, and a petition tu His Exeell- 
em^y (.ioYcrn(H- l)i)Uj;las, asking I'or its re- 
mission, wiis biMii,:; drawn up. If the faet.s 
t:illv with the account ^ivcii ns, the prayer 
hliolihl cortainlv be ^rantc.l. This is the 
fu■^,l ease uf the" kind that has occurred un- 
di>r th4! new law.
